Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11,1 3-30 and 32-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

During the interview on June 19, 2008, applicant's representatives 
submitted proposed amendments to claims 1 and 20 (attached). Applicant's 
representatives indicated that the goal of the amendment was to clarify the 
"calculating an object function" step with respect to Gonzalez. Examiners 
indicated that the proposed claim language distinguished over the prior art 
rejection of record, and particularly noted that Gonzalez and Moroney did not 
teach accumulating differences according to a functional weight that depends on 
the value of the local attributes. Examiners also indicated that the proposed 
modifications to the language of claim 20 would also overcome the outstanding 
rejection under 35 USC 101 . Examiners indicated that the proposed amendment 
would overcome outstanding rejections. 

These changes were subsequently made and filed in the latest 
amendment. Therefore, the claims are in condition for allowance.
